The Office Action of November 28, 2005 sets forth that the Reply filed on 
September 9, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because the Applicant did 
not identify the elected species and provide a list of all claims readable thereon. 

By inspection, it is seen that an election was made of Fig. 2 in the first sentence of the 
response of September 9, 2005. Furthermore, all the claims are readable thereon. Fig. 2 provides 
a double wall in a chamber that defines an inside space in which a coolant circulates. Whereas 
claims 3 and 4 speak to this particular feature, none of the claims exclude this feature inasmuch 
as they are all broader in scope. 

Counsel apologizes for the inadvertent failure to list the claims that are readable on Fig. 

2.
